Cannon, the Mormon Brophet, Airs his 
Fanaticism—A Sensible Rejoinder. 
Wasuineton, April 19. 


In the House to-day the discussion 


vious question was ordered, and then 
an hour was accorded George Q. 
Cannon to present his claims. He 
commented on the fact that that Chris- 
tianity. which had been so much 
vaunted on this floor, and which had 
been held up in contradistinction to 


that systém in which he was supposed | 
to believe, had been itself a persecu- 
ted religion, and its founder had been 
crucified between two thieves. From 
that time until to-day every man who 
had steod out among his fellow men 
to declare. principles which came in 
contact with popular ideas,. had io al- 
most every instance to lay down his 
life as proof of *the sincerity of his 
convictions. If oné-twentiéth part of 
what has been said in debate relative 
to the . people of “Dtah were 
true, their representatives deserved to 
be driven from the halls of Copgress. 
But while this flood of false statements 
has been pouring over the country 
concerning Utah, not a word has been 
heard in defence of her people. He 
gave a brief sketch of the establish- 
ment of the Mormon church in. Utah, 
and coming down to a statement of 
the last election, asserted that the 
Governor of Utah, having views which 
he thought would make him popular, 
had entered into a conspiracy with 
others to precipitate upon the country 
the question as to whether the people 
of Utah should be represented in Con- 
gress. If he had his rights he should 
have come here with a certificate signed 
by the Governor. He had been kept 
out of his seat, and bound hand and 
foot until the recent action of Congress 
had been passed, and it was not pro- 
posed to make it operative as to him, 
but to expel him, not by a two-thirds 
vote, but by a majority vote. ile did 
not envy the feelings ef any of those 
who couid do such injustice because 
of the popular clamor against Utah. 
He asked those gentlemen who said 
the people of Utah violated the law, 
whether they would set the example 
of putting down law, justice and right, 
because of the alleged bad character 
of that people. He would want 
his hand to lose its cunning 
and his tongue to _ cleave’ to 
the roof of his mouth before he 
would in that manner tear out the 
corner stone of the liberty and right of 
people to representation. He was not 
here to represent any church or sect, 


ple of Utah. He then proceeded with 
an argument io favor of the institu- 
tien of polygamy, denying that the 
institution was attributable to licen— 
liousness. It was not necessary that 
he should have four wives in order to 
be lecherous. The Mormons believed 
that God had given a command, the 
object of which was to redeem the hu- 
man family; jhow to make marriage 
honorable; uplift it—-lift it out of its 
present condition; cut off opportunity 
for prostitution and concubinage, and 
leave no margin for lust to prey upon.

He 
says the wildest confusion reigned all 
day. The towga was crowded with 
people-from the-surroundipg country, 
who flocked in to see the devastation. 
The work of clearing the debris was 
commenced after the storm sed, 


| since; but it will require several days 
to thoroughly everhaul the ruins. 
More dead bodies have been exhumed, 
and it is thought there are still women 
and children beneath the ruins. 

E. G. Beggerst was on the street 
when the storm clouds broke and 
made their terrible rush for the town. 
He stood directly in the fine of the 
funnel-shaped cloud, and thinking to 
get out of its way, etarted on a run, 
but had not proceeded more thana 
dozen yards when he was enveloped, 
drawn up several feet above the 
ground, and hurled against a_ brick 
building, but escaped witheut even a 
bruise. He says while he was up in 
the air, and within the whirling vor- 
tex of the cloud, he heard a terrible 
crackling sound and could see myri 
ads of sparks flying round. It was 
evidently an electrical storm, and 
did not last but a minute, and 
when it passed all parts of the town 
touched were a perfect waste. The 
first place the storm struck was two- 
story brick buildings, which were lifted 
from their foundations and hurled into 
the street, burying the inmates and 
killing three outright. The storm then 
continued northeast, demolishing all 
houses and wrecking everything in its 
path, including churches and school- 
houses. The loss is at Jeast $150,000. 
So great was the force of the wind that 
it lifted brick buildings clear off 
their foundations, and frame buildings 
were picked up bodily and twisted 
into splinters. Carpets and furniture 
in dwellings were carried entirely out 
of town and lodged in tree-tops, and 
lumber yards were scattered all over 
the country. Several pieces were 
feund miles distant. One house was 
carried about 50 feet and hurled 
against a brick wall, and two fence 
rails were driven entirely through the 
body of a cow. Home physicians have 
been relieved by others from Sedalia 
and adjacent towns, and the wounded 
have now been nearly all attended to. 
Large numbers are rendered helpless. 
A portion of the dead were buried to- 
day. A special train was run from 
Sedalia to day, and the proceeds of 
the trip, about $400, donated to the 
sufferers. Another traia will be run 
to-morrow for the same purpose. The 
Mayor has issued a proclamation, sta- 
ting that donations will be received 
by a committee for distribution.

A SNORTING MONSTER. 
The Largest Lecomotive Engine in the 
Worla. 

The Gazerra yesterday mentioned 
the trial trip of the immense locomo- 
tive completed last week at the Sacra- 
mento railread shops. The Sacra- 
mento Bee gives the fellowing de- 
scription of the menster: “The boiler 
is in dimensions as‘follows: Thickness 
of the shell, 7-16 of an inch, Otis 
steel; whole length of boiler over all, 
29 feet 214 inches; shell 60 inches in 
diameter, 17 feet long, containing 166 


tubes 2144 inches in diameter; fire 
box, L0O8 inches leng by 58 inches 
deep, made of 5-16 of an iach steel, 
being thinner than the outside shell 
s0 ag to make steam easier; combus- 


inches deep. The crown sheet is sup-| 
ported by 37 bars. made of the best 
bar iren, 5 by % inches, placed 4 
inches apart, each bar supported by 
two slings strung to the wagon top of 
the boiler by two stays. The stay— 
bolts in the fire—-box and combustion 
chamber are % of an inch in diameter 
and perforated with a 3-16 ef an inch 
hole. The dome is 26 inches in diam- 
eter and 40 inches high. The smoke 
arch is 50 inches in diameter and 87 
inches long. The whole weight of the 
boiler, cémplete, is 14 tons. The cy}- 
inder of the engine is 19 inches in di- 
ameter; stroke of piston 30 inches, 
There is an independent cut-off valve 
working on the back or top of the 
main valve with a double exhaust at 
each end of the cylindet worked by 6 
eccentrics. Twoon each side work 
bow link motion, and one on each side 
works the cut-off on the cylinder. 
There is asteam cylinder in the cab 
attached to the reversing lever to en- 
able the engineer to work the revers- 
ing gear easily, also a cylinder on one 
olde to work the steam brakes, which 
are attached to three pairs of the driv- 
ing wheels. There are four pairs of 
driving wheels, 4 feet six inches in di- 
ameter, two pairs of which are flanged 
to held the engine on the track, and 
the others are blank. There is an in- 
strument attached to the back of the 
tender connecting with the draw-bar, 
called a dynometer, to test the 
strength and pulling capacity of the 
engine. The weight on the driving 
wheels is 53 tons; on the forward 
truck 84¢ tons. The driving-wheel 
base on the truck is 15 feet 9 inches, 
and the whole weight of the locomo- 
tive is 6114 tons. aap of tender, 
three thousand gallons of water and 
five tons of coal.

Nevada's Insane Patients. 

Governor Kinkead, who has been in 
correspondence with the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company in relation to

$222 to $340 per year, conductors, 
$160 to $180 per year, brakemen from 
$140 to $165 per year, roadkeepers and 
switchmen $130 to $160 and $180 per 
year. In addition, they are paid smal! 
amounts as perquisites, which increase, 
though not to a large amount, the sum 
annually received.
